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JiAVING frequently obferved 
fome Long-Livers particularly no* 
ticed in large Works, as well as 
many Enquiries and Obfervations 
by the Learned, relative to Longe- 
vity, in various Publications ; it oc-» 
curred to me, that a Catalogue of 
Perfons, of the age of a Century 
and upwards, from an early period 

to 
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to the prefent time, would not be 
unacceptable ; efpecially as but few 
Compilations of that nature have 
hitherto appeared; which, notwith- 
Handing they contained very mif-. 
cellaneous matter, and comprife4 
ages fo low as eighty years, were 
fought after with avidity, and are, 
confcquently, now become fcarce. 

To the candour of the Public, 
therefore, I fubmit this Volume, 
containing the Names of 1 7 1 2 Perr 
fons, who pafled the age of one hwir 
4red years,, collected, partly, from 
the M.S. of a Gentleman deceafed; 
and, partly, from my own Rc-r 

fearches ; 
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fearches ; jn which the Reader will 
meet with many curious and inte-. 
refting Anecdotes of the moft re- 
markable Long-Livers, which have 
been drawn from various and au-» 
thentic fpurces, 
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HE varieties of climate, and modes of 
living, make but little difference, as to the 
period of our exiftence, it being nearly 
the fame with the European, as with the 
JJegro : it will, however, be .feen ? by the 
perufal of the following fheets, that the 
more a man follows Nature, and is obe- 
dient to her laws, the longer he will live $ 
?uid that the further he deviates fron* 
thefe, the fliorter will be his exiftence. 

It i$ not the rich and great, not thofe 
who depend on medicines, who become 
pld; but fuch as ufe much exercife, are 

expofe4 
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expofed to the frefh air, and whofe food 
is plain' and moderate, as farmers, gar- 
deners, fifliermen, labourers, foldiers, &c.$ 
and fuch men, as perhaps never employed 
their thoughts on the means which have 
been ufed to promote longevity. It is 
^mongil thefe people, chiefly, that * the 
moft aftonifhing inftances of it are to be 
obferved. Sometimes, in thefe fituations, 
man ftiU attains to the amazing age of ope 
hundred and fifty years, and upwards. And 
here I cannot deny myfelf the pleafure of 
giving a more particular account of fome of 
thefe inftances ; for, in cafes of this kind, 
the moft trifling circumftance is often in- 
terefting, and may be of importance, 

The fingular cafe of Henry Jenkins, of 
Ellerton-upon-Swale, Yorkfhire, who died 
in the year 1 670, at the very advanced age 
of one hundred and Jixty-nine years, as re- 
corded in the Pbilofopbical Tranfatfions, 
ought to be more generally known than it 
is. A few years before his death, he ap~ 

feared 
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pearcdas an evidence in a caufe, and had an 
oath adminiftered to him, which is proved 
by an entry in the King's Remembrancer- 
office in the Exchequer; the truth of which 
cannot, therefore, be controverted. 

Another Englishman, the well-known 
Thomas Parr, of Winnington, Shropfhire, 
who died in the year 1635, at the age of 
one hundred and fifty-two years % is likewifc 
recorded in the Philofopbical Tranfaftsons. 
His death is a corroborating circumftance, 
that the life of man, by attention to the 
laws of Nature, might, probably, be ex- 
tended to the term of two hundred years 1 
for, on his body being opened by Dr. 
Harvey, it was found to be in the mofl: 
perfedt ftate, the only caufe of his death, 
being a mere plethora, brought on by 
more luxurious living in London, than he 
had been accuftomed to in his native 
county, where his food was very plain and 
homely; hence there are ftrong grounds 
for averting, that the organization and 

vital 
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vital powers of many men are capable 
of fupporting a duration and a&ivity of 
two hundred years. 

" Nature is frugal, and her wants are few." 

There are alfo many other fimilar proofs 
in this Collection, (as may be feen under 
the refpedtive dates) of which the few fol- 
lowing inftances will perhaps fuffice : 

Lywarch H6n, died in the year 500, 
aged 1 50 years.

As feveral Authors have, in fupport of 

various fyftcms, and for different purpo- 

fes, made deductions of the number of 

men living at different ages beyond the 

common period, I have fubjoined two of 

the moil remarkable, and, as appeared to 

me, the moil correct.

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The following ftatement of the relative 
duration of human exiftence is taken from 
Hufeland :

Having moft fcrupuloufly refufed ad- 
mittance to every account, of the authen- 
ticity of which I had the fmalleft doubt; 
I have not included the following very 
extraordinary Chara&er in my Collection. 

How- 
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However, as it is derived from two rc- 
fpe&able Authors, I have, from the Angu- 
larity of the circumftance, thought it ad- 
visable to give it a place, leaving the Reader 
to form his own opinion refpe&iftg it. 

Maffeus, a Portugu^fe Author, who 
wrote The Hijiory of the Indies, which has 
always been a model of veracity, as well 
as elegant composition, mentions a man 
of the . name of Numas de Cugna, a na- 
tive of Bengal, who died in the year 1566, 
at the incredible age of three hundred and 
Jeventy years : 

€€ He was a perfon of great Simplicity, 
€t and quite illiterate; but of fo extenfive 
a memory, that he was a kind of living 
chronicle, relating, diftin&ly and exadt- 
" ly, what had happened within his know- 
" kdge in the compafs of his very long 
€i life, together with all the circumftances 
" attending it. He had four new fets of 
" teeth; and the colour of his hair and 
b " beard 
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4t beard had been very frequently changed 
" from black to grey, and from grey to 
" black. He aflerted, that in the courfe 
" of his life he had feven hundred wives, 
" fome of whom died, and the others he 
" had put away. The firft century of hi9 
" life pafled in idolatry, from which he 
4t was converted to Mahometanifm, which 
" he continued to profefs to his death."— • 
This account is alfo confirmed by another 
Portuguefe Author, Ferdinand Lopez Caf- 
tegueda, who was hiftoriographcr royaL 

The man, who has reached the fartheft 
extent of mortal exiftencc, may be confi- 
dered as a pattern of human nature, in its 
utmoft perfe&ion, and as an inftance of 
what is poflible to be attained under favour- 
able circumftances. The expe&ation of a 
long life may be founded on fuch natural 
confequences as can never fail. It is next 
to impoffible, that he who leads a regular 
and fober life fhould fall fick, or die a na- 
tural death before the time that Nature has 

pre- 
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prefcribed ; for diftempcrs cannot be pro- 
duced without a caufe j and if there be no 
bad one reigning, there can be no fatal 
effect, or violent death. Thus a regular 
life puts at a diftance the fad hour of 
death, while every kind of excefs has a 
contrary effedh 

/ From country villages* and not from 
crouded cities, have the majority of the in- 
fiances of Longevity herein recorded, been 
chiefly fupplied. And it appears from the 
London bills of mortality, during a period 
of thirty years, viz. from the year 1728 
to 175$, that the fum of the deaths 
amounted to 750,322, and that, in all 
this prodigious number, only two hun- 
dred and forty-two perfons furvived the 
hundredth year of their age ! This over- 
grown metropolis is computed, by Dr. 
Price, to contain a ninth part of the 
inhabitants of England, and to confume 
annually feven thoufand perfons, who re- 
move into it from the country every year, 
b 2 without

without incrcafing it. He moreover ob- 
fcrves, that the number of inhabitants in 
England and Wales has diminilhed, about 
one fourth part, fince the revolution, and 
fo rapidly of late, that, in eleven years, 
near 200,000 of our common people havfc 
been loft ! If the calculation be juft, how- 
ever alarming it may appear in a national 
View, there is this confolation, when con- 
fidcrcd in a philofophical light, that with- 
out partial evil, there can be n6 general 
good ; and that, what a nation lbfes in the 
fcale of population at one period, it gains 
iat another; and thus, probably, the aver- 
age number of inhabitants, on the furface 
of the globe continues, at all times, nearly 
the fame. By this medium the world is 
neither overstocked with inhabitants, nor 
kept too thin, but life and death keep a 
tolerably equal pace. The inhabitants of 
this ifland, comparatively (peaking, arc but 
as the dull of the balance ; yet> inftead of 
being diminished, we are allured by other 

writers, 
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writers, that they are, of late years, greatly 
increafed. 

I have already obfervdd, that freih air 
is more immediately neceflary to life than 
food; for a man may live two or three 
days without th? latter, but not many mi- 
nutes without the former. The vivifying 
principle contained in the atmofphere, fo 
dfflential to the fupport of flarpe, as well a? 
animal life, concerning which authors have 
propofed fo many conje&ures, appears now 
to be nothing elfe but that pure dephlo- 
gifticated fluid, difcovered by that inge-? 
nious philofopher, Dr. Prieftley. The 
common atmofphere may well be fuppofed 
to be more or lefs healthy, in proportion 
as it abounds with this animating principle. 
As this exhales, in copious ftreams, from 
the green leaves of all kinds of vegetables, 
sven from thofe of the moil poifonous 
kind, may we not, in fome meafure, ac- 
count why instances of Longevity are fo 
much more frequent in the country than 

in 
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in great cities, where the air f inftead of 
partaking of this falutary impregnation, 
is daily contaminated with noxious animal 
effluvia, and phlogifton? 

With refpe& to climate, various obfer-* 
vations confpire to prove, that thofe re-* 
gions, which lie within the temperate 
zones, are beft calculated to promote long 
life. Hence, perhaps, may be explained, 
why Iflands in general are more falutary 
than Continents : and, it is a pleating cir-r 
cumftance, that our own Ifland appears, 
from the following flieets, (notwithftand- 
ing the fudden viciffitudes to which it is 
liable) to contain far more inftances of 
Longevity than could well be imagined. 
The ingenious Mr. Whitehurst, in his 
Enquiry into the Original State and Forma* 
tion of the Earth , aflures us, from certain 
fads, that Englifhmen are, in general, 
longer lived than North Americans; and 
that a Britifh conftitution will laft longer, 
even in that climate, than a native one. 

But 
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But it muft be allowed, in general, that 
the human conftitution is adapted to the 
peculiar ftate and temperature of each re- 
fpe&ive climate ; fo that no part of the ha- 
bitable globe can be pronounced too hot, or 
too cold, for its natural inhabitants. Yet, 
in order to promote a friendly intercourfe 
between the moft remote regions, the Au- 
thor of Nature has wifely enabled the in- 
habitants to endure great and furprifing 
changes of temperature with impunity. ' 

From the light which hiftory affords us, 
as well as from many inftances in the fol- 
lowing Collection, there is much reafon to 
believe, that Longevity is, in a great mea- 
fiirc, hereditary; and that healthy, long- 
lived parents would commonly tranfmit the 
fame bleffings to their children, were it 
not for the frequent irregularities in meat, 
drink, and exercife, which fo evidently 
tend to the abbreviation of human life. 

Whence is it, but from thefe caufes, and 

the 
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the unnatural modes of living, that, of all 
the children which are born in the capital 
cities of Europe, nearly one-half die in 
early infancy ? To what elfe can we at- 
tribute this extraordinary mortality ? Such 
an amazing proportion of premature deaths 
is a circumftance unheard of among favage 
nations, or among the young of other ani- 
mals ! In the earlieft ages of the world, we 
ajre informed, that human life was pro- 
traded to a very extraordinary length j 
yet how few perfons, in thefe latter times, 
arrive at that period which nature fcems to 
have defigned ! Man is, by nature, a field- 
animal, and feems declined to rife with the 
fun, and to fpend a large portion of his 
time in the open air, to inure his body to 
robuft exercifes, and the inclemency of the . 
feafons, and to make a plain homely repaft, 
only when hunger di&ates. But Art has 
ftudioufly defeated the kind intentions of 
Nature ; and by enflaving him to all the 
blandifhments of fenfe, has left him, alas! 
an eafy vi&im to folly and caprice! To 

cnu- 
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enumerate the various abufes, which take 
place from the earlieft infancy, and which 
are continued through the fucceeding ftages 
of modifli life, would exceed my limits. 
Suffice it to obferve, that they prevail 
more particularly among people, who are 
the moft highly polifhed and refined.— • 
To compare their artificial mode of life 
with that of nature, or even with the Long- 
Livers in this Work, would, probably, af- 
ford a very ft r iking contrail ; and, at the 
fame time, fupply an additional reafon, 
why, in very large cities, inftances of Lon- 
gevity are fo very rare. Of late years, the 
increafing luxury and diffipation of the 
age, no longer confined to the metropolis, 
have fpread their contagion far and wide 
into the country, fo as to afford the fage 
Divine, and fpeculative Moralift, a more 
melancholy profped of the apparent dege- 
neracy of the human race, than perhaps 
was ever before exhibited ! 

It is worthy of remark, that the greater 

part 
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part of mankind, who have become very 
old, were married more than once, and 
generally at a very late period of life. There 
is fcarce an inftance of a batchelor having 
attained to a great age. This obfervation 
is as applicable to the female, as to the 
male fex. 

In the firft half of man's age, an adfcive, 
even a fatiguing life, is conducive to Lon- 
gevity ; but in the laid half, a life that is 
peaceful and uniform. No inftance can 
be found of an idler having attained to a 
remarkably great age, 

Buffon obferve8, " the duration of life 
may, in fome meafure, be computed by 
the time occupied in growth. A plant 
or an animal that acquires maturity in a 
ihort time, perifhes much fooner than 
thofe which are longer in arriving at that 
period. 

" Every obje<ft in nature mull change 

and 
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and decay. No fooner do the bodies of men 
arrive at full maturity, than they inftantly 
begin to decline. The wafte is at firft in-< 
fenfible* feveral years frequently revolve 
before we perqeive any confiderable alte- 
ration, 

u If the conftitution be found, life may, 
doubtlefs, be prolonged for many years, by 
moderating the paflions, and by temper- 
ance. If it fhould be afked, why the firft 
races of men, as recorded in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, lived upwards of nine hundred years ? 
perhaps a fatisfadtory anfwer may be given. 
The productions of the earth were then of 
a different nature. The furface of the 
glot>e was, in the firft ages of the world, 
lefs folid and compact. The period of 
man's exiftence, therefore, may have gra- 
dually diminished, in proportion as the 
furface of the earth acquired more folidity 
by the conftant adtion of gravity. It is 
probable, that the period from the Crea- 
tipn* tp the days of David, was fufficient 

to 
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to give the earth all the dcnfity it was ca- 
pable of receiving from the influence of 
gravitation; and, confequently, that the 
furface of the earth has ever fince remained 
in the fame (late, and that the terms of 
growth in the productions of the earth, as 
well as the duration of life, have been in- 
variably fixed from that period. 

" Death is common to vegetables, as 
well as animals. An oak only perifhes, be- 
caufe the oldeft parts of the wood, which are 
in the centre, become fo hard and compadt, 
that they can receive no further nourish- 
ment. The moifturc they contain being 
deprived of circulation, and not replaced 
by frefh fap, ferments, corrupts, and gra- 
dually reduces the fibres of the wood into 
powder, 

u Thus it is with old men, who are 
fubjclt to natural infirmities that originate 
folely from the decay of the different parts 
of the body. The head (hakes, the hands 

trcm* 
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tremble, the legs totter, the fenfibility of 
the nerves decreafes, and every fenfe is 
blunted. At about the age of feventy 
years, decrepitude commences, and conti- 
nues to augment, till eighty or ninety, 
when death commonly puts a period to the 
exiftence of thofe few, who have been fo 
fortunate as to wade through fuch length 
of lift, without being taken off its ftage 
by the innumerable hoft of difeafes, and 
cafual accidents, to which the human frame 
is fubjed i and which openly and fecretly 
prey upon our lives/' 

" Thatfo complicated a machine, as the 
human body," fays our worthy country- 
man, Fothet'giil, " fo delicate in its texture, 
and fo exquifitely formed in all its parts, 
(hould continue, for fo many years, to per- 
form its various fun&ions, even under the 
moft prudent conduct, is not a little fur- 
prifmg : but that it Should ever hold Out 
to any advanced period, under all the rude 
(hocks it fo often meets with from riot and 

intern- 
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intemperance, which lay it oj>en to all the 
various " ills that flcfli is heir to/ 1 is ftlll 
snore truly miraculous! But here, per- 
haps, it may be obferved, that all the 
Long-Livers did not purfuc one uniform, 
regular courfe of life, fincc it will be 
feen, that a few of the mod noted ones 
were fometimes guilty of great deviations 
from ftridt temperance and regularity. Let 
not this, however, encourage the giddy 
libertines of the prefent age, to hope to 
render their continued fecnes of intem- 
perance and debauchery compatible with 
Health and Longevity. The duties and 
occupations of life will not, indeed, per- 
mit the generality of mankind to live by 
rule, and fubjedt themfelves to a precife 
regimen* Fortunately, this is not necef- 
fary; for the divine Architect has, with 
infinite wifdom, rendered the human frame 
fo dudtile, as to admit of a very confider- 
able latitude of health; yet this has its 
bounds, which none can long tranfgrefs 
with impunity* For if Old Parr, not- 

with* 
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withftanding fome excefles and irregularis 
ties, arrived at fo aftonifhing an age, yet 
we have reafon to fuppofe that thefe were 
far from being habitual j and may alfo con- 
clude, that had it not been for thefe abufes, 
his life might have been ftill confiderably 
protradted. 

44 On the whole, though fome few except 
tions may occur to what has been already 
advanced, yet it will be found, in general, 
that all extremes are unfriendly to Health 
aiid Longevity* Exceflive heat enervates 
die body; extreme cold renders it torpid: 
floth and inactivity clog the neceflary move, 
ments of the machine; inceflant labour 
fbon wears it out. On the other hand, a 
temperate climate, moderate exercife, pure 
country air, and ftridt temperance, together 
with a prudent regulation of the paflions, 
will prove the moft efficacious means of 
protracting life to its utmoft limits. Now 
if any of thefe require more peculiar atten- 
tion than the reft, it is, undoubtedly, the 

laft: 
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lafl: for the focial paffions, like gentle 
gales, fan the brittle veflel calmly along 
the ocean of life, while, on the other hand, 
rough, turbulent ones dafh it upon rocks 
and quickfands. Hence, perhaps, it may 
be explained, why the cultivation of phi- 
lofophy, mufic, and the fine arts, all which 
manifeflly tend to humanize the foul, and 
to calm the rougher paffions, are fo highly 
conducive to Longevity. And, finally, 
why there is no fure method of fecuring 
that habitual calmnefs and ferenity of mind, 
which conftitute true happinefs, and which 
are, at the fame time, fo eflcntial to health 
and long life, without virtue/'

^ wearing nothing but linen. He foon after 
fct up for a teformer of mankind, and <Jiofe for his 
B habi- 
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habitation the temple of yffculapius, where he 
is faid to have performed many miraculous cures. 
Philoftratus has written the Life of Apollonius, 
in which there are numberlcfs fabulous ftories 
recounted of him. We are told that he went 
five years without fpcaking, and yet, during this 
time, that he flopped many feditions in Cilicia 
and Pamphylia : that he travelled, and fet up for 
a legiflator; and that he gave out that he under- 
flood all languages, without having ever learned 
them ; that he could tell the thoughts of men f 
and undcrflood the oracles, which birds gave by 
their finging. The heathens were fond of oppo- 
fing the pretended miracles of this man to thofe 
of our Saviour: and by a trcatife which Eufebiui 
wrote again (I one Hicroclcs, we find, that the 
drift of the latter, in the trcatife which Eufe- 
bius refutes, had been to draw a parallel betwixt 
Jefus Chrift and Apollonius, in which he give* 
the preference to this philofophcr. 

356. 
St. Anthony the Great— io$< 

Of the village of Coma, in Egypt. He was 

inftitutor of the monadic life. Having heard 

thefe words of the " Gofpel, Yet lacked thou' 

" one thing, fell all that thou haft, and diftri- 

• " bute 
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**bute unto the poof, and thou flialt have 
c< treafure in Heaven," he refolved to retire from 
the world. He fold his goods, diftributed the 
money to the poor, and buried himfelf in foli- 
tude. His fame attrafted fuch a number of 
jlifciples that he was obliged to caufe feveral 
monafteries to be built in the defart. His body 
remained hidden two centuries, from the fidelity 
of two of his difciples, whom he had requefted 
to inter him fecretly.

Of Winnington, Shropfhire, a poor coun- 
tryman. At the age of eighty-eight, he married 
his fn II wife, by whom he had two children, who 
died young. At the age of one hundred and 
two, he fell in love with Catharine Milton, 
whom he got with child, and for which he did 
penance in the church. At the age of ope hun- 
dred and twenty, he married a widow woman; 
and at the very advanced age of one hundred 
and thirty, he was able to do any hufbaodry 
work, even the threfhing of corn. He frequently 

eat 
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eat by night, as well as by day; was contented 
with fkimmed cheefe, milk, coarfe bread, fmall 
beer, and whey; and, what is remarkable, he eat 
at micjnight, a little before he died. He had feen 
ten kings and, queens of England. A few years 
before his death, he was brought to Lopdon^by 
Thomas, JEarl of Arundell, who prefented him 
to King Charles I. ; and about that time the 
pountefc of Arundell prefented a midwife to 
the queen, who was one hundred and twenty- 
three years old, and who exercifed her profeflion 
but two years before. Parr was now a do- 
medic in the family of the Earl of Arundell, 
fed high, and drank plentifully of the belt wines, 
by which, after a conftant, plain, and homely diet* 
the natural fun&ions of the parts of his body 
were overcharged, his lungs, obftrt|Qed, and 
the habit of the whole body quite difordered ; 
in confequence, there could not but fpeedily 
enfue a difTolution, If he had not changed hi$ 
diet, he might poffibly have lived many years 
longer. His body being opened after death, 
it was found to be very flefhy : his heart wa$ 
thick and fat; his vifcera very found and ftrong, 
efpecially the ftomach; his kidneys were co- 
hered with fat, and pretty found, as were alfg 
thf feveral members of his body.

The great hall was filled with all kinds 
of dogs and cats in great plenty; game-keepers* 
and hunters' poles ; with a vaft number of hawks, 
perchers, terriers, hounds, fpaniels, and mar- 
row-bones. The walls of the houfe were co- 
vered with the fkins of foxes and polecats. The

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great parlour windows wqre filled with crofs- 
bows, ftone-bows, and arrows. His old green 
hats were full of pheafants* eggs, and litters of 
young cats. Tables, dirt, cards, and bobks 
were not wanting. The, pulpit ill (the thapd 
was well ftored with gammons of bacon, roaft 
beef, venifon-pafties, and large apple-pies* 
His cellar, in which was plenty of excellent 
ftrong beer, was always open to his neighbours. 
He dived into the fecrets of a great majority of 
the maids, wives, and widows in his neighbour- 
hood. His pulpit door was always open, which 
made * nirti itiuch car^fled. He was very tem- 
perate at nheals, wheh he 6rily drank one pint of 
fmall beer ftirred with rofeitiary, and one or two 
glafles of wine with fyrupof gilliflbwers. His 
drefs was always green cloth, with a green hat.

tors, aftonifhing the world with their wifdom and 

virtue, 
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virtue, on the fame fpot, probably, where he had 
feen an Indian council-fire. He faw the firft 
treaty ratified between the . newly-confederated 
powers of America, and the ancient monarchy of 
France" with all the formalities of parchment and 
feals, where he had feen William Penn ratify his 
firft and laft treaty with the Indians, without the 
formalities of pen, ink* endpaper; he witneffed 
all the intermediate ftages through which a people 
pafs, from the lowed to the higheft degree of ci- 
vilization ; the beginning and the end of the em- 
pire of Great Britain in Penfylvania. He had 
been the fubjeft of browned heads, and after* 
wards died a citizen of the neWly-created re- 
public of America. He embraced the liberties 
and independence of America, and triumphed 
in the laft years of his life in the falvation of his 
country.

The celebrated patriarch of M6unt Jura; from 
the inhabitants of which place (who were formerly 
in a (late of va(falage) he was fent, in 1789, a* a 
deputy to the National Aflembly of France, 
to return thanks, in the name of hi* coun- 
trymen, for the blcflings of liberty diffufed 
amongft them, by the abolition of the feudal fyf* 
tem. This venerable old man, at the age of one 
hundred and twenty~fcven, was led into the ball 
by his daughter; and, after having been intra, 
duccd to the aflembly, was feated oppoGte to the 
prefident. He was received with that refpeft 
which all wife nations pay to age, for on his en* 
trance all the members flood up, and he wa» de* 
fired to fit covered, which he accordingly did, 
with the patriotic cockade in his hat. A fub- 
fcription was immediately made for his fupport, 
and the king granted him a penfion* After 
being a fpcQator of the grcatcft part of the reign 
of Louis XIV., and of all that of Louis XV., 
by a fingular deftiny, he had been conducted to 
the prclencc of Louis XVI. The committee of 
his diftriQ, in conformity with the refpeft fhewn 
by the king, and the national afTcmbly, followed 
the hcarfe at his funeral, which was uncommonly 
pompous and folcmn.

Of Hereford; reftor of Staunton-upon-Wye, 
and vicar of All Saints, Hereford. The laft thirty- 
five years, he never ufed any other exercife than 
that of flipping his feet one before the other, from 
room to room ; and they never were after that 
time raifed up, but to go down or up flairs. His 
break&ft was hearty, of hot rolls and butter. His 
dinner was fubftantial, and confided of a variety 
of difhes, at leaft during the carnival every dim- 
mer, at Lord Bateman's feat at Shobden Court. 
At his fupper he generally eat roaft meat, and 
always drank moderately of wine. He had nei- 
ther gout, ftone, or cholic; lived beloved by all 
who knew him, and died without poffefling thofe 
difagreeable infirmities, which generally attend 
old age.

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with the mod perfeft recolle&ion. On Chrift- 
mas-day, 1789, he walked nine miles, to dine 
with one of his great grand-children. He re- 
membered King Charles II. and once travelled 
from London to York with the facetious Krlle- 
grew. He eat but little, and his only beverage 
was milk. He enjoyed an uninterrupted flow 
of fpirits. The third wife of this very extraor- 
dinary old man, was an illegitimate daughter of 
Oliver Cromwell, who gave with her a portion 
amounting to about five hundred pounds. He 
poffeffed a fine portrait of the ufurper, by 
Cooper, for which a Mr. Hollis offered him 
there hundred pounds, but was refufed. Mr, 
Hartop lent the great Milton fifty pounds, 
foon after the reftoration, which the bard returned 
him with honour, though not without much diffi- 
culty, as his circumftances were very low. Mr. 
Hartop would have declined receiving it, but 
the pride of the poet was equal to his genius, 
and he fent the money with an angry letter, which 
was found among the curious poffeffions of that 
venerable old man.

He was the fon of the celebrated 
Sir Neil O'Neile, of the province of Ulfter, in 
Ireland, who loft his life at the battle of the Boyne, 
fighting for his favourite Monarchy James II»

He had long been in a ftate 
of natural decay; but, although incapable of 
quitting his bed, for feveral weeks previous to 
his diflbUuion, his fpirits did not forfake him, till 
within a few minutes of his final exit from the 
ftage of life. After a fevere ftruggle ag^inft 
the invincible force of Death, he pafled quietly 
into eternity, without a groan. 

In the former part of his life, till about the 
age of forty, he lived very intemperately,and irre- 
gularly, by fitting up late, hard drinking, and vio- 
lent exercife ; fubfequent thereto, he determined 
to proceed by rule, which he fcrupuloufly ob- 
ferved. It was his frequent cuftom to promote 
prefpiration, and then change his linen, particu- 
larly as he advanced in life ; and if, on occafioo, 
he drank a glafs or two of wine too much, he al- 
T -ways 
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ways took a Scotch-pill at night going to bed* 
which prevented the head-ache next morning* 
He was moderate at his meals, but no ways ab- 
jftemious, and eat fifti, flefh, &c.' till the age of 
feventy ; when, finding that tea did not agree witl> 
him, he ufed, as a fubftitute, milk, with a little 
bread boiled in it, fweetened with brown fugar. 
About the year 1764, he loft all his teeth, and 
was thereby obliged to fubfift principally on fifli, 
eggs, puddings, and fpoon food, which, however, 
he was very fond of, as alfo cuftards, jellies, <kc. 
For the laft forty years, his principal beverage 
was white wine and water, pretty fweet. In the 
year 1 770, he was attacked with a fevere fit of 
the rheumatifm, and in confequence, to avoid it* 
difcontinued the ufe of fheets, and flept in blan- 
kets. It was his cuftom not to fleep on a feather 
bed, but on a mattrefs, which was on a couch, 
without curtains, placed in the center of the 
room, and on which he repofed whenever he 
found himfelf fleepy. He ufually lay with his 
head high, but, for the laft twenty years, never 
took off his clothes, unlcfs to change them, or his 
linen, or to be rubbed all over with warm brandy 
or gin; a cuftom he often repeated, and occa- 
fionally ftceped his feet in warm water. He 
ftrictly obferved the diQatcs of nature; ate when 

hun- 
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hungry, drank when thirfty, and flept when 
fleepy, — Vid. Memoirs of his Life, 2 vols. 8vo. 

Jonas Suringlon—i$g. 

He refided in a fmall village near Bergen, in 
Norway ; and retained the perfeft ufe of his fa- 
culties to the laft hour of his very extraordinary' 
long life. The day before he died, he affembled 
his family, and divided his property amongft them. 
He had been feveral times married, and left be- 
hind him a young widow, and feveral children, 
his eldeft fon being one hundred and three, and 
his youngeft nine years of age. — This man is 
mentioned in the year 1747, but having Jince the 
printing of that Jlieet received a fuller account of 
him, it is here inferted.

Of Battle-abbey. He had been upwards of 
ninety-five years a domeftic in the family of Lady 
Wcbftcr. The following narration of thi3 re- 
markable man is by a gentleman, who travelled 
fixty miles in fnow, from Barbican, in Nov. 
1797, to pay his refpe&s to him: 

" To my great furprifc, I found Mr. Ingleby, 
" in a fituation very far removed from the luxuries 
€< of life, or the place which might be deemed 
" nccefTary for his years. He was in an antique 
" out-building, near the Caftle-gate, where his ' 
" table was fpread under an arched ropf; the 
" whole of the building being nearly filled with 

•« billet 
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fs billet- wood, and fcarccly affording room for the 
u oaken bench, on which this wonder of longe- 
ic vity was reclining by the fire. His whole ap- 
■ ( pearance immediately reminded me of the latter 
<c days of Dr. Johnfon : his drefs was precifely 
c< that of the fage; a full-bottomed wig; a full? 
■ ( dreffed chocolate fuit with yellow buttons, 
f c But the moft ftriking fimilarity was found in 
u the penfive folemnity of his air and demeanour, 
■ c trijlis feveritas vidtus, which chara&erifed the 
■ s great Moralift of England. There was nothing 
iC in his look which impreffed on the mind the 
^ idea of a perfon more than fourfcore years old f 
<c except a falling of the under jaw, which be- 
* € fpoke hi$ more advanced age. We were in- 
<c troduced to him, in form, by a matron, who 
i€ feemed to take it as a high dignity, that (he 
u was fuppofed to be his daughter, but who 
<c ferved as a fort of interpreter between us, Mr. 
<c Ingleby's extreme deafnefs not permitting any 
€€ regular converfation. When the nurfe ex- 
€% plained our errand, in a very diftinft, but bol- 
<c low voice, he faid, € I am much obliged to 
c them for the favour they do me; but I am not 
■ well, and unable to converfe with them.' u Hei 
ic then turned his face toward the high part of 
(C the bench on which he reclined, and was filent. 
ic In each of his withered hands he held a fhort, 

fC rude, 
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" rude, beechen walking-ftick, about three feet 
i€ high, by the help of which he was accuftomed, 
€€ not only to walk about the extenfive premifes 
u in which he patted his life, but to take bis little 
" rambles about the town; and once (for the old 
" Gentleman was irafcible) he a&ually fet out on 
u a pedeftrian cxcurfion to Haftings, to enquire 
u for another Jiluation infcrvice % becaufe his pa~ 
cc tronefs defired him to be more attentive to 
" perfonal neatnefs. It is but juftice to the lady 
" alluded to, to add, that the uncouth abode of 
u Mr, Ingleby was the only one in which he 
€f could be perfuaded to dwell, 4nd which long 
<f familiarity had rendered dear to him. The 
u choice appeared very extraordinary; but every 
" thing belonging to the hiftory of Mr. Ingleby 
" was beyond the fixed and fettled rules, by which 
<f human life is, in general, regulated. 

" One thing it is but juftice to Mr. Ingleby to 
u add; he had a very ftrong fenfe of religious 
f< duty. Till within a very fhort time, he was in 
u the habits of reading prayers twice\a day to his 
u attendant, and others, whom curiofity (or from 
" better motives) led to form his congregation; 
u and, when the fatigue of this exertion was more 
" than he could encounter, he ftill, once in the 
" day, performed his public devotions. A por- 
trait of him has been lately publifhed.

Of Edmonton work-houfe. She was a native 
of Caithnefs, in North-Britain. Her firft fweet- 
heartwas killed in the rebellion of 1717 ; her fe* 
cond was a rebel in 1745, with whom fhfe marched 
to Derby, but he fell in the battle of Culloden. 
After this fhe married Thomas Gillet, a private 
in Duke William's army, with whom (he went 
to Germany, and remained there during the 
campaign. They then returned to England, 
(about the year 1750) where he drove feveral 
ftages on the Northern road, particularly to 
Hertford, Edmonton, &c. ; and fhe fpun thread 
for the fhoemakers till about the year 1792, 
when her hufband died, and her fight began to 
fail her; after which (he was fupported by gene- 
rous neighbours, till, totally deprived of fight* 
(he was obliged to take refuge in the work-houfe* 
where fhe was efteemed till life may be faid to 
have fallen aflcep in the arms of death.

Within a few weeks of his death, he could walk 
two or three miles at a time: in 1797* when on 
the verge of one hundred arid five years, he at- 
tended Worcefter races, and walked daily to and 
from the ground, a diftance of near five miles! 

In his cottage, on the fide of the Clee-hills, he 
pafied his long and peaceful life.

Once, indeed, after 
the age of feventy, he wandered into Wiltfhire to 
fee his fons, and walked on the firft day of his 
journey from his home to Newport, in GlouceC- 
terfliire, a diftance of nearly fifty miles.

He 
retained his fenfes to the laft, and kept his bed 
only three days before his death.
